BONAI UW ANB CAISON OBJECT 



The British tiovernmefit's plan 
for the conciliation of the Unionists 
of Vlater in connection with the 
Irish home rnle bill, was laid before 
the House of Commons ^Mtndsy. It 
met with a cool reception from the 
l^nlonlsts. The terms of I'remler 
Asqulth's offer were thai a poll 
should be taken of the I'arlia- 
mentary electors of each county of 
I'lster to decide whether they should 
he excluded from the operation of 
the hill tir a period of. six years 
from the first meeting of the new 
Irish I'arlinment. This would tin- 
douhtedly resiili in the exclusion 
from Irish home rule of the coun- 
ties of Antrim. Armagh. London- 
derry and Down. The announcement 
waa made before an unuaugl gather- 
ing ot diatingiilshed peraons, who 
llatened with Intense Interest to 
Premier Asqulth's clear-cut speech, 
laatlng an hour. Just before the 
conclusion of his addrean the I're- 
mler remarked that nobody was in 
love with exclnalon for ita own aake, 
and continued: 

"I do not expect that these pro- 
posals will be received with en- 
thusiasm. But I ask for them 
deliberate ."nd dispassionate consid- 
eration. They offer lo the men of 
l ister free choice and the certa'nty 
that their political standing can not 
bo changod without the aaaent of 
the Imperial Parliament. I aee no 
road to any other agreed settlement 
In which the proposition to give and 
take Is tlkelv tn be so fairly ad- 
Ju.^teil 

In the course of In.- s|i.-e. ii ilic 
IVemier pointed out tli.u ilif Cov- 
t .hert.if hnsep iUa i>eruMl. p( 
inSgg heeanea- it would 
ample time to test the working of 
the Irish Parliament, and also an 
opportunity to the electors of the 
Itnited Kingdom, guided by that 
experience, to pronounce whether 
the exclusion of the counties of 
riater ahonld eome to an end. In 
the meantime education and local 
government In the esolnded coun- 
ties woiii I be dealt with locally by 
the creation of local boards. 

Andrew Bonar-Law. leader of the 
opposition, objected to the six-year 
limit. He urged the dissolution of 
the Imperial Parliament and the 
same sort of referendum for the 
I'nited Kingdom as the Government 
was offering to the counties of 
I'lster. 

.lohn 10. Itedmnnd. leader of the 
Irish Nationalist party, said his party 
was willing to make great sacrifices 
for peace, but the Premier had gone 
to the extreme limit of ooncesalons. 
While the Tilsh Nationalists disliked 
the proposals, still if their opnonents 
accepted them frankly his col- 
leagues were prepared tn do Ihe 
same. Otherwise it was the Cuvern- 
ment's duty to press the home rule 
bill with all the resources at Its 
command. 

Sir Bdwsrod Caraon. leader of the 
niater I'nlonists. declared "I'lster 
will not have this proposal, which 
means a sentence of death with a 
slay of execution ' In behalf of 
I'lster he rejected the proposals, but 
said that if the Oovemment would 
withdraw the six-year limit he would 
call an Ulster convention for con- 
sideration of the plan. 

Home rule In Ireland, with the 
four Proti slant cnuntifs In the 
province o' I'Uier- -Antrim. Arm- 
agh. Londonderry and Down — 
retaining for six years their old 
standing in the Pnited Kingdom 
outside the Jurisdiction of the 'Dub- 
lin Oovernment. would In the gen- 
eral opinion expressed in Parliament 
be the result of the compromise 
offered by Premier AsiiinUi The 
nine counties of I'lster are to be 
allowed to hold a separate relaren- 
dum as to whether they will accept 
home rule, and the view la gen- 
eralally taken that there can be no 
doubt of the result. 

Premier Asqiiith, in admitting 
that all negotiations for a seltleuient 
had left the party leaders as far 
apart as before, aald the Oovernment 
had adopted the proposed plan as 
the price of peace. "During the six 
years' Interim," he said, "th" coun- 
try at large could judge of the sue 
cess of the home rule aovernment, 
and the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom would then decide whether 
the Meladad aaontiee ahould come 
under the DaUla Oeverament." 

The difflcultlee of thia plan he 
freely conceded. 1%e membera of 
the opposition received the plan 
withuiit en husiasin Andrew Hoiiar- 
Law, leader of the uppoaitlon, said 
If It reprdCaated the last wer4 the 
situation wae very grave.

In 1760. He not only applied him- 
self with diligence to tho study of 
his profession, but he also found 
time to store his mind with usefu; 
InformaUon. As a result be rose 
rapidly In the confidence of his em- 
ployers and nearly acquired position 
and wealth. He commanded ahlp* 
before he was of age, and at thirty 
stood at the head ot his profession. 
He offered his services to Congress 
at the opening of the Revolutionary 
War, abandoning, as he said hlm- 
eelf, the finest ship and the first em- 
ploy In America to espouse the pa- 
trloUo cause. His servios were 
gladly accepted, and he was ap- 
pointed to the l ommand of the Lex- 
ington, the first ConUnenUl ▼•"•1 «' 
war that sailed from PhlUdelphla. 
In which he made the first capture 
ot a Biitlsh war vessel accomplished 
by as American cruiser— tliat of the 
tender Edward. Preble In his "Or- 
igin of the Flag" says this Lexington 
«f the Seas was "the first vessel that 
bore the American fiag I" victory, 
and we can proudly add that she was 
commanded by an Irishman." 

Harry cruised successfully in the 
Lexington until the fall of 1776, 
when he was appointed to the com- 
tnand ot the Bfllngbam, one of the 
three large titsataa built in PhlU- 
delphla. In the OTontful winter of 
that year, the naTlgatlon of the Deia-

hatches, ordered the tour transports 
to surrender on pain of being fired 
into, and triumphantly carried all 
five prises to tho piers ot Fort Penn.

Barry's conduct In thla enterprise 
won for him the admiration of 
friend and foe alike sir WilliaTii 
Flowe, then Commander-in-Chief of 
the Ilritish for6es In America, of- 
fered the daring Irishman 20.000 
guineas and the command of a 
British frigate it he would desert the 
service of the United SUtes. "Not 
the value and command ot the whole 
British fleet," wrote Barry la reply, 
"can seduce me from the cause of 
ray country." 

Washington considered this ex- 
ploit highly creditable to Barry, and 
wrote to him as follows: 

"1 have received your favor of the 
9th instant, and congratulate you on 
the success wlili'h has crowned your 
gallantry ami a.ldress in the late 
iittack upon tli'' eiifiny's ships. Al-

In 
closing this brief tribute to his name 
and fame. It Is fitting and proper to 
say that Commodore John Barry Is 
worthy of the highest meed of praise 
that this great American people can 
possibly Rive. May the youth of our 
land, whether in times of peace or 
war. strive to emulafe his virtues jind 
profit by the purity of bis high, un- 
selfish and patriotic example.

In September, 1778, Barry was ap- 
pointed to the command of the 
frigate Raleigh, but soon after de- 
liberately ran her ashore rather 
than submit to capture by an over- 
whelming British force. On May 
29. 1781, as commander of the 
Alliance, he captured two British ves- 
sels, the Atalanta and the Trepassy, 
after a hot fight During the action 
Barry was wouniled and had to bo 
carried below One of his lieutenants 
reported to him that the ship had 
sustained great injury and asked if 
he would surrender. "No," replied 
Barry, "it the ship can't be fought 
without me I will be carried on 
deck " The reply animated the crew 
to such an extent that they suc- 
ceeded In compelling the enemy to 
surrender before Harry could be 
brought on deck. In the fall of the 
same year Harry carried Lafayette 
and Count Noallles to France. In his 
speech to Congress .Introducing the 
bin for the creation of a monument 
to Barry, the Hon. U. B, Driacoll 
thus summsrises his services:

During the centuries In which Irt 
land was the lighthouse of religion 
and humanity she sheltered learning 
and art flourished within her bor 
ders.

On March 12. 1790. Washington 
replied as follows:

United States — Oentlemen: While < 
now receive with much satisfaction 
your congratulations on my being 
called by an iiiKininious vote to tho 
flrst station in my country, I can not

day. Throughout the country it was 
a custom to celebrate "Pope" day. 
which was an excuse ~for holding up 

to ridicule In song ami verse the 
Catholics and was the oi casion fo: 
drunken precessions in which tfce 
Pope was carried In grotesque efllgy. 
No one did more to put a stop to 
such Insults to the Catholic people 
than Washington. 

While the patriotic army, com- 
posed of many Catholics from Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania, were drawn 
up In defense of Boston, on Novem- 
ber 5, 1775, preparations were being 
made to celebrate I'oiio .lay with the 
usual disorderly and obnoxious pro- 
essions. Washington being apprised 
of this fact, and justly Indignant at tlons 
this gr:ituitous Insult to the Cath- 
olic soldiers of the patriotic army. 
Issued the following from headquar- 
ters: 

As the Commander-in-Chief ha« 
t>een apprised of a design formed for 

the observance of that ridiculous and 
childish custom of burning the efllgy 
f the Pope, he can not help fxpress- 
ng his surprise that there should be 
Ulcers and soldiers In this array so 
void of common sense as not to see 
the Impropriety of such a step at 
this Juncture, at a time when we are 
soliciting and have really obtained 
the friendship and alliance of the 
people of Canada, whom we ought to 
consider as brethren embarked in 
he same cause — the defence of the 
lierty of America. At this Juncture 
ml under such circumstances to he 
nsiilting their religion Is so mon- 
trous as not to be suffered or ex- 
uBud; Indeed Instead of offering the 
most remote insult. It Is our duty to 
address public thanks to these, our 
brethren, as to them we are indebted 
for onr lata happy success over the 
common enemy In Canada." Pope 
day was not celebrated that year In 
Roston, and Washington had giTon 
o It a death blow. 

Washington was well qualified to 
Judge of the patriotism of the Cath- 
olics, for had he not the dis- 
tinguished honor to be intimate with 
Archbishop Carroll, Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton, Daniel Carroll, James 
intzsimmons. and did he not sur- 
round himself with such men as (Jen, 
Moylan, Col Fitzgerald. L.ifayette 
nd others, lie knew th.it the Muy- 
ower brought over the two Irlsh- 
leii, William Mullins and Chrhito- 
pber Martin. He kMW that the 
British stores at Portsmouth were 
captured — some tear months before 
Lexington — by en Irishman, John 
Sullivan, from Desmond, In old 
erry. Ho could not forget that the 
rst Ilritish warship was captured 
O'llrion, from Cork, and that 
ack Hurry, the father of the Amerl- 
an nuvy, came from gallant Wex- 
ford. He remembered that the first 
American General to fall on the 
field of battle was Montgomery, sn 
Irishman. He knew what Stark did 
at Bennington, nor was he unmindful

The prospect of national 
prosperity now before us Is truly 
animating, and ought to excite tho 
exertions of all good men to estab- 
lish and secure the happiness ot their 
country in tlye permanent duration 
of Its freedom and Independence. 
America, under the smiles ot a Divine 
Providence, the protection Of a good 
Government, and the cultivation of 
manners, morals and piety, can not 
fail of attaining an unconinioii de- 
gree of eminence In lltera:iir., com- 
merce, agriculture, improvements ut 
home and respectability abroad. 

"As mankind becomes more lib- 
eral, they will be more apt to allow 
that all thoae who eondnet them- 
selves as worthy members of the 
community are equally entitled to the 
protection of civil government. I 
hope ever to see .\inerica among tlu 
foremost nations in examples of 
justice and liberality. And I pre- 
sume that your fellow-cltlsens will 
not forget the patriotie part which 
you took In the accomplishment of 
their Revolution and the establish- 
ment of your Government, or the Im- 
portant assistance which they re- 
ceived from a nation in which tho- 
Uoman Catholic faith Is professed. 
I thank >ou. geiitUnien. for your 
kind cone, rn for me. While my life 
and iiL.s )o alih shall continue, In 
wbatewr situation I may be, it shall 
be my constant endeavor to Justify 
the favorable sentimenta which you 
are pleased to express ot my conduct.

and tho ovorwlioIiDlng majority of 
Irtabmen who have rlson to plnros 
of distinction have done so under the 
Stars and Stripes. The historian who 
■ball do full Justice to the Irish has 
not yet appeared. Tho truth is they 
have contrlbutpil the ir ' if <>( 
leaders and ploiioors in .iliiiost overy 
line of progress. At least seven of 
our I'rosldonts hnvo li.-iil more or less 
Irish bidod In their veins. McKln- 
ley v^as fond of saying, "We Irlab." 
Roosevelt alM has aaveral Hlbemlaa 
twigs on bis family tree. This la an 
amaalng record of Cetlie leadership 
to hare belped to mold tbe character 
of seven American Presidents. 

In tbe making of America the Irish 
have been strurtural. In the clear- 
ing of forests, the dlgKlng of canals, 
the bnlldIrK of riillroiuls and tho px- 
ti nslciii i)f < ommorc'o. our civ IliZMtio-i 
owes a great debt to Irish bands and 
Irish beads. If the handiwork of th. 
Irish were painted green tb« avrng* 
American c>t7 would be splashed on 
all. sides with emerald hues. A New 
Yorker, for examplo. may rise In the 
morning, batho in water that comes 
from tbe Croton dnm, built by Jumes 
Coleman, e.x-President of the 
Friendly Sons of .St. rafrlck: break- 
fatil on Cudahy hacoti: then fake tho 
Bubway, built by John B. McDonald, 
past tbe n.w College of the Citr 
of New Tork, built by Thomas 
Dw]r.r, to hta office in a skyscraper 
bnllt by John D. Crimmlns. where he 
will «abl« to Alaska over a line laid 
by DarM Lynch, to order certain 
freight sent via James J. Hill s Croat 
Northern railroad. Then with a cluar 
bought from one of George J. 
Whelan's 300 rigar stores, he will 
read the New York Sun, published 
by William M. Laffan, and deliv- 
ered by the American News Com- 
pany, founded by Patrick Farrelly — 
and remark to an English friend: 
"Tes. of course, this Is an Anglo- 
Saxon country." 

When Clarke wrote his famous 
poem on "Kelly and Burke and 
Shea" it was supposed to he a poetic 
faiK'v. f)n the lontrary. it is n 
simple matter of American history 
that the Kellys. the Burkes and the 
Sheas have been to tbe fore In every 
generation. They were all there in 
the battle of Lexington as well as 
In the death list of the Maine. When 
Hobaon sank tbe Merrlmac a Kelly 
and a Murphy were his comrades In 
danger. William Darrah Kelly, of 
Philadelphia, was a Congressman for 
nearly thirty years. Hall Jackson 
Kelly ^^'i** 'he founder of Oregon. 
The late Kugono Kelly, the New- 
York banker, won renown as a 
philanthropist. Among the living 
membera of thta family James E. 
Kelly la a wall known electrical .n- 
glneer. The Kelly Axe Company haa

In ilio Ilurk.' family throe lieroi" 
[ngiir. s appi ar in the first chapter of 
our Uovoiuilonary history — Thomas 
Burke, the first Uoremor of North 
Carolina; Adamua Bnrko, Chanoollor 
of Sonth Carolina, and John Daly 
Burke, lilstorian, patriot and duelist. 
All three were flghters with pen and 
sword, who made an Indelible mnrl; 
on tbe Southern State a century ago 
In 1S72. when Froude cast some 
nsporslons upon the Irish, It wa.' 
Father Thomas Burke who fought 
against blm. And at tbe present 
time w. have Burkes enongh In the 
Oaltod SUtaa to fill a "BnrkM 
Potnc*" of their own. Thar, are 
two Biahopa who bear the famona 
name, at Albany and St. Joseph; one 
Brigadier General, in Oregon; one 
Congressman, In South Dakota; a 
railroad President. at Cleveland, 
and a .Iiidge at Si'attle. 

.\s for the Sheas, at least four of 
ihem have worked their way to the 
front — Oen. John Shea, who won bis 
laurela in the Rerolntlon; Capt 
Daniel Bhaya, who tint foagbt at 
Bunker Hill; George A. Bbea, an 
eminent Chief Jnattee of New Tork, 
and John Ollmary Bksa, the hia- 
torlan of the Catholte ehnreh la the 
I'nlted States. 

In the Amoriran business world 
of today a largo pro|)ortion of tlio 
solid men — tho nien who stand like 
pillars under the heavy burden— are 
of Irish blood. Most conspicuous of 
all stands the flnancler, Thomas 
Fori one Ryan. He le one of the 
greatest masters of financial afates- 
manshlp. In a different field stands 
James J. Hill, born In Ciiiada of 
Irish parents. >le Is the ( roditor of 
the Northwest, the railway builder 
who has opened up n territory equal 
to u couple of Germanys - -the steam- 
ship builder who has linked America 
with the markets of the Bast. 

Another New Yorker la Alezandsr 
E. Orr, who was nineteen years old 
before he had seen any other coun- 
try than Ireland. As a Prealdent of 
large commercial bodies he baa few 
equals. For nearly fifty yeara he 
has stood under the heaviest respon- 
sibilities, and was rhosen, because of 
his ability and uprightness, to pre- 
siile over the immense Interests of 
the New York Lite Insurance Com- 
pany. If we speak of great Irish 
bankers, where is there a large 
American city witbont oneT In 
Pittsburgh, where there are a score 
of banks bulging with steel millions, 
the dean of the financial fraternity 
Is Thomas Mellon. 

In New York there are three at 
least who are too prominent to misa 
—Thomas M. Mulrey, President of 
tbe Emigrant Industrial Savings 
Bank; Mylea O'Brien and Samuel 
Bayne, who organised national binks 
In seven States. Other weighty busi- 
ness men are John Flannary, the 
Bavannah cotton king; Thomas F. 
WaUh, of Washington; John D. 
Crimmlna, tbe contractor, wbo baa 



added four hundred buildings to New 
Tork; Patrick F. Murphy. Prealdent 
of tbe Mark Croxs Company, and 
well known In New York as an after- 
dinner speaker. 

Many of the most distinguished 
Judges have been of Irish blood 
Among the nine Justices of the 
Bapreme Court of tbe United Btatea 
two are Msh by deaeent, Chief 
Jnatloe Edward D. White and Justice 
Joeepb McXenna. In New York we 
nnd six Judges who are of unusual 
prominence. 

What tho Irish have done for 
Anierlea In education wdiild noe.l a 
small book In Itself. To John 
Tyndall. the notable Irish scientist, 
tbe I'nlted States owes a double debt, 
as ha not only delivered a courae of 
lecturea here la IStt, but deroted 
the proceeds to the cause of scien- 
tific research in America. It wouuld 
be a sin of omission at this point 
not to mention tbe thousands of 
young women of Irish birth or par- 
entage who are doing faltliful work 
ns srhool teachers In all parts of the 
I'nlted States. 

Take away our Irish oratora and 
Jonmaliat and this wouM be a 
dumb and cheerleaa country indeed 
Here, for iastanee. Is an off-band 
list of Irlab writers past and pres- 
ent: Capt. Mayne Reld, John Boyle 
O'Reilly, Ignatius Donnelly, Patrick 
Walsh. Jnmes Jeffrey Roche, Patrick 
Donahue. I". V. f ollier and l)r. Jaiiio.- 
Walsh. The power of expression 
'.vhich le typical of tbe Irish race rises 
frequently to the heights of art. The 
Ooddea. of Liberty on tbe dome of 
the Capitol at Washington was 
ehlsseled by the hands of Thomas 
Crawford, whose son Is the well 
known novelist, F. Marlon Crawford 

It is to Dublin we are Indebted 
for St. Gaudens, Victor Herbert, 
Patrick S. Gllmore an<l John .Mi- 
Cormack. In the religious world we 
rind many noted Irish names: Car- 
dinals Gibbons, Farley and O'Con- 
nell, and Archbishops Ireland, 
Keane and Ryan. No bistory of the 
Revolution Is complete without its 
Irish chapter. In 1776, many of the 
signers of the Peclaratlon of Inde- 
pendence were Irish. When tho civil 
war put AYnerlean manhood to the 
test the Irish were everywhere. 

Th,-it tlio Irish have been In poli- 
tics ^oi .s without saying, and no 
Irlshnmn will ever allow tbe fact to 
be forgotten that James O. Blalno, 
ode of the greatest figures in all 
American political history, was of 
Irish descent. The late Patrick A. 
Collins, Congressman, Consul Gen- 
eral and Mayor of Iloston, for years 
was tbe foremost Irishman in New 
England. 

Nothing can be more absurd than 
to speak of the Irlab as tfeweomera 
In America. No one bnt a resur- 
rected moundbnllder would be en- 
titled to do that. For the last 
thousand years or more, whenever 
there has been any great enterprise 
on foot. In the thick of things there 
have always been men with the 
Ebomrock in their hearts. — Katberluc

' gences Is a matter about which even 
fairly well educated Catbolica have 
often very happy Ideas. Many of the 
devotions performed by the faithful 
have been enriched by the church 

;wlth these spiritual prlvllenes. We 
find for instance that certain pray- 
ers have received an Indulgence of 
forty days, or seven years, or In 
some eases a plenary indulgence; 

' and a large number of CathoUca will 

I fulfill the prescribed ooadltlona and 
gain tbe Indulgence without bavlng 
a very clear Idea of what they are 
doing. 

I And when we go outside tho 
Catholic church what astoundlnp 
iKnoranio wo encounter! No Cath- 
(iKi- ii .11 liln>; has been so persistently 
riii^rei>ri r-« lued by non-Catbollc 
w rlters. Even in the works of men 
of reputed scholarship, particularly 
when tbe subject la the so-called 
Reformation and tbe causes which 
led up to It, we And the grossest 
errors; and we may well wonder 
how tbe authors can have the ef- 
frontery to pose as authorities wh*ii 
they do not even know the meaning 
of the terms they use. The average 
esaaylat generally assails this mat- 
ter of Indulgences with Intense bit- 
terness. He will tell us that tbe 
strenuoua and virtuous Luther (wbo 
' waa indeed strenuous but hardly 
jvlriuotts) rose In ridthteous wrath 
against Papal decrees which gave a 
full forKlvenesR of sin to those who 
paid for it: that the indulgences 
pranted by l,e<i ,X. were "a license 
lo commit slu;" that the Roman 
power In tbe i(ixteenth century was 
so degraded that It publicly pro- 
claimed that the giving of money for 
the Basilica of St. Peter would en- 
sure "the pardon of ail past and 
future sins, no matter how grievous 
they mlKht be." Such are the stute- 
iiioMiM tsrav.dy sot forth by "his- 
lorlauh" ~- and every word of thxiu 
Is a falsehood. 

For Catholics who understand (lie 
teucbings of the church on this im- 
portant doctrine there Is hardly any- 
thing which la a greater iDcentive to 
tbe performance of good works. 
Once the neceaatty of satlafyinK Uod 
for our fins la appreeiated the value 
of Indulgences appeals to us with 
more than ordinary for<» Tha 
church, desirous of eurlchluK the 
faithful frciri the spiritual treasury 
bequeathed to her by our bleesed 
Lord and from the merits of tbe 
saints, and knowim: that all the 
members of tbe kingdom of Chriat 
can asatist one snotber before Ood, 
generously grants her favors to 
tboae wbo sbow tbe proper dispoal' 



tioqs, by obediently fulfilling tbe 
eondltlona laid down for the gaining 
of the indulgences she imparta. To 

be solicitous about satisfying Ood's 
Justice is a sign of predeatinatlon. 

To be eager to make amends, as far 
as it lies In our power, to Him 
whom we have offended, is an Indi- 
. at ion of a desire to fulfill hU law. 
For these reasons. If for no others. 
Catholics should nain for them- 
selves and for the departed aa many 
of the indulgences of the church as 
poealble, In order that they may 
insure their own salvation and aaaiat 
the departed with whom tbey pre 
still in communion.

This nation, 
writes J. V. DoBOTan, Is the ehlld of 
that lore. Wo wore made a nation 
by the War of Independence, which 
was nothing more than a nuprcme 
effort to take for oursplvps wiint 
v:!ii;land wontd not nlvc - justice. 
WItii our Infant FimiKiti, In llif war 
of 181L'. niiidf sure Itint KnKlnnd 
would not again deprive us of uur 
prise. The elrtl war, at leant so far 
aa its ohject was to free the slave, 
was a magnifleeat proof of our love 
of iastlee. And eomlng nearer to 
the present, we have only to recall 
the war with Spain not ap many 
ypnrs oko, whrn apain tile American 
lovo of fair piny wor made evident. 
With Hiioh noble efforts on beiialf of 
JiiHtlce to our eredit, BotiietliInK \n 
wrong somewhere when today 
Americans allow themselres to be 
made the Tlotima of Ignorance, 
prejadtee, bigo^ and self-delnalon 
to the detriment of Jastlce. 

None of us of rourse are supposed 
to be all-knowing; ignoranro in some 
tiilngH is excusable. But that, In 
this day, there should be iRnorance 
nf the ranltest order ("onrernlnK tbe 
Rranilfst inst'.lution the world has 
ever kno*n, seems queer. How can 
any one who professes to be a 
broad-minded, educated American 
remain blissfully ignorant of the 
teachings of the church In this the 
day of the press? Any one who 
wants to has every opportunity to 
make ciioil this mental deficiency. 
I,it<'r:inirf exiilalnlnR Cntliolic belief 
is more than jilentiful and wllllnfi 
teachers can ever he found by a man 
or woman who is sincere in his or 
her search for knowledge. 

The two great reasons for the 
lack of knowledge on Catholic sub- 
jects are prejudice and bigotry. 
Training, environment and often the 
natural Inclination of mind render 
the non-rathollc American people 
unytliinK but fair-n)inded in re^anl 
In Calliollc affairs. Of cour.se, that 
Ihey should have been lirouftht up 
In an atmowphere that was not ex- 
lentilve enough to Include Catholicity 
Is not their fault. Tbe fault lies In 
the fact that deaplto thoir eoatlanal 
Intercourse with Catholics, despite 
the many opportunities afforded to 
Inform themselves on Catholic sub- 
jects, they live on obstinately In 
their diseased stale of nilnd. llcv 
often do not those who have re- 
ceived a Kleani of light confess the 
rlilirtilous and sonietimes horrible 
Ihey had been taught concern- 
ing the churchi How touching their 
surprise at learning the truth! For 
years they had been held haek from 
(he truth only by the vilisinoua 
rhitches of prejndiee and bigotry. 

W« had thought, or at least tried 
to convince ourselves, that the niuch- 
tallted-of enlighlennient of the twen- 
tieth century, and the broud-iuiiuieil 
H|ilrlt of the .\nierican people had 
put an end to the days wherein these 
twin evlta ran rampant. But too 
wall do we know differently now. 
The hidden things have been brought 
to light; the latent prejudice and 
bigotry have been reawakened. And 
It has talten unmentionable publira- 
tiona to do it! Their luniinous pages 
have renlly done the Catholic church 
1 ser\lie. If In no other way than to 
hhuw her that worli as great an any 
that awult«d her In earlier ages re- 
mains for her to do here. The flash 
of light — though it be of brimstone 
— has reveaeld the glitter of Amer- 
ica's gold; and In thi' sIkkIow, as 
dark and hideous as i \< t. Ijc- 
bold tbe figures of blind prejudice 
and bigotry. The victims of this 
blln<lnehrt have not been struck by 
I lie glare of tlie suu ut too much 
knowledge, they have yet to come 
from tbe ihadews Into the light of 
knowledge. 

The great obstacle In the way of 
their coming to this light is their 
conviction that they, and they only, 
are broad-minded. Bneb self-satis- 
faction Is hard to contend with. And 
nil one ih iiiiile m> lioiwless as the 
initii uliu deludes himself iutu be- 
luMii,; he Is somsthlng he Is not. 
ihui is why It la more or less llks 
knocking one's bead against a stone 
wall as to attempt to explain or 
prove something Catholic to many of 
oar Bon-CathoUea. Because they are 
Ignorant of Catholic teachings anJ 
practices and because ihwy can not 
understand them when explained, 
they BMt take to tolerant In- 
dulgent smiles. They i;tn readily 
eompr, I , h>l nil,' lit I heir ijun going 
to B liirei»:n land as a ulsslunary.

Catholic young man or woman volun- 
tarily giving a life service to Uod, 
they must needs complain of the 
overbearing cruelty of the <hurih 
This in Ihtir broad iiilntli ilnekiB!

Is ever written the scene of at least 
one chapter conld he laid nowhere 
better than in the great Catholic 
.VorthweHt. with MIetilgan as a 'en- 
ter. He who attempts It will find 
ready to his hand tales, legends, 
chronicles, histories and relations, 
verified by priceless documents whose 
records go back nearly two hundred 
years before the establishment of 
(he see of Detroit. March 8, 1833, ss 
noted In our Catholic Chronology, 
These records teem with stories of 
zeal and perseverence, macnlflcput 
daring, heroic suffertni; ■' 
martyr's crown to thrill and to in- 
spire the lukewarm of today. 

It waa at SauH Ste, Marie In 1642 
that the martyred Jogues, then In 
the prime and vigor of his young 
Iprlesthood, with his fellow Jesuit. 
Father Charles Raymbault, planted 
the cross for the Chippewas, being 
the first white men to stand on the 
Fhore of Lake Superior: It was there 
in 1661 that Rene Menard won ,i 
martyr's death at the hands of the 
savages: It was the country evan- 
gelised by Fathers Claude Alloues, 
Claude Dablon.

Detroit herself will have part In 
the romance, for from Fort St. 
Joseph, established In 1688, and the 
trading post of the Canadian Cath- 
olic. I,a Mothe C.-Hllllac, the later city 
sprang: and her old Si,' .\nne's. 
once llie parisli ihiinti of all Mii'lil- 
gan and most oi' Wisionsiii. serveii 
by Recollects and dedicated July 2ii. 
1701. the pro-Cathedral of her first 
Bishop, is the present Ste. Anne's six 
times rebuilt; a record unique among 
tbe parishes of the UnltM States. It 
was here Father L,evadoux labored 
for five years from 1796 to 1801 to 
be succeeded by that redoubtable 
Snlplcinn, Father Gabriel Richard, a 
conintaiiding figure in the develop- 
ment of the country, one of the 
founders of the I'niverslty of the 
State, her repreaentative In the na- 
tional Congress, and who, in hia de- 
votion to tbe cholera aufferera of 

1832, fell a victim to bla seal, djring 
of the disease September 13, that 
year. Had he lived he would doubt- 
less have been Detroit's first Bishop, 
which honor, on ilie erection of tlie 
diocese bv CreL-ory .\VI., .March S. 
188S, fell til 'hi Very Rev. Frederir 
Reee, of Cincinnati, w bo, having been 
a lealoua .missionary throughout the 
territory, was thoroughly familiar 
with its needs. 

nishop Rese was born In Vlennen- 
herg, Hanover, February fi. 17!'l. .\s 
!a young man liis studies were inter- 
rupted by the Napoleonic wars and 
being drafted for military service 'at 
the age of twenty-four he fought 
against the French as one of Bluch- 
er'a dragoons at Waterloo. When 
the war waa over he entered the 
. propaganda at Rome, and while there 
I he had the honor of serving the first 
mass of John Mary Mastai Ferrietn. 
n young priest who was ordained 
April 10, ixiit. and who afterward.-i 
governed the Universal Church as 

PlUB IX. 

Hia own ordination took place in 
1822 and three yeara after he offered 
hhi services to Bishop Fenwick and 

came to America to begin his labors 
in the dioceae of Cincinnati. He In- 
duced many other (U'rnian priests to 
rnter the .\in<rlcaii misi-lon and 
through his t>IIl(e the I.KHipoldinen- 
Stlftung, an association that ga\e 
much financial support to the church 
in tbe Far West, was organised in 
Austria. After eight years of mis- 
sionary work he was consecrated the 
•rst Bishop of Detroit by Bfaihop 
Rosatl of fit. I.ouls In St. Peter'K 
Cathedral, cim liin.in. October C. 

1833. being the first (ierman-born 
Blsho|) of the American hierurrhy. 

After attending the second proviu- 
eisl council of Baltimore on October 
20, be returned to Detroit and on 
January 7. 1834, waa Installed In 
Ste. Anne's old church which be 
made hia Cathodral, and whioh he 
completed and beauiifled. He at 
once took up the duties of his epi.i- 
copale Ihiit was to last less tbari 
thre,' \>-iir^. but into which be 
. 1.1,^.1. .i much mlealonary seal. Under 
his uu>-pices aeademlee were opened 
In Detroit and Oreen Bay; the nu- 
cleus of a seminary was established: 
a church edifice waa purchased from 
the Protestants, which was dedicated 
as Holy Trinity Church, Juue 14. 
1835, for tbe Cerman Catholics; 
parishes were organized; a hospliul 
was foundeil in Detroit during the 
cholera epidemic of 1834, where also

of the Sisters of Provldenoe were 
■ome of the fruits of bla labors. 

All this wss not aeeompllsbed 
without affecting his health, and 
early In 18.37 he resigned, and leav- 
ing the diocese In charge of the Veiy 
Hev. T. tt lladin and the Very Her. 
John Du liiuyii uu Vlca^^ (;Liieral, be 
sailed for Rome, wbure be reuiuined 
nntll tbe disorders of ia48. Then 
be retired to hia native dloceee of 
Hiniesbelm, Oermaay, and died at 
Lsppaaburg.

The AppMl to Xmmb. well kaowa 
Socialist organ— "tke little oM Ap- 
peal," as it atfaetlonately ealls 
Itself — has begun to trim its sails on 
the Catholic Quaation. In Ita issue 
of February II, aad ia that of Veb- 
ruary It, the editor, Fred D. Warren, ' 
endeavors to answer some questions 
of a correspondent from Arkansas as 
to "Why Socialism is opposed to 
Catholicism," and as to the best way 
for Socialists "to meet the attacks of 
Catholic chtirch officials without at- 
tacking the religion of the Cath- 
olics." Editor Warren advises hia 
correspondent on the first point that 
"the Socialist party Is not opposed to 
Catholicism, or any other form of 
religion," and proceeda to show why 
this is (although at the same time 
he quite biavely strives to prove 
that the church has ever "opposed 
progresa," etc., etc.). In doing this 
he makes the following enlightening 
and surprising statement: "Wltneas 
Prance where the property of the 
Catholic church waa confiscated by 
the State and Its priests driven from 
Its border. This has not helped the 
working class" — enlightening be- 
cause It was the Socialists of Prance 
who were the most aetWe in support 
of this action, surprising' in that an 
American "comrade" and champion 
of confiscatioa would acknowledge 
that It was of no avail to the "work- 
ing class." 

As to the second point, the editor 
warns his questioner against at- 
tacking the ehntek. ■bowing the 
good results that hsTO come from a 
policy of silence on this matter In 
Crawford county, Kansas. In both 
articles he refers rather sarcastically 
to "von Socialists who are smitten 
with rhe nnti-CathoIlc fever." 

There is reason for all this —a 
reason which it is not difficult to 
see. The Socialist party has been 
losing members — and perhaps the 
Appeal <eels that it will soon be 
also losing subscribers. The direct 
action "schism" has torn the party 
asunder and the present anti-Cath- 
olic aRitatioii has drawn many of 
the faithful toward the niiniirous 
"patriotic" organizations which have 
sprung up. aud papers such as the 
Menace, the Peril, the Liberator and 
the Sentinel, which have hatched 
them. 

The New Review, a .Socialist pub- 
lication of some standluR. has even 
recently been denied the privilege of 
sale at Socialist propaftanda meet- 
ings In Manhattan because it dared 
to point out this taUlat off la the 
party ranks. And so "the little old 
Appeal" has seen a great light — that 
It is rather bad policy to encourage 
agitation against the church to too 
great a degree. It might attract 
other a<lvri:i iirers to set up an out 
and oil' in' i-Catholic movement, 
capturing sunio of the deluded fol- 
lowers of the Appeal and thereby 
hurting the Appeal's pocket book.

{American law of the "vow of pov- 
erty" prescribed aome twelve cen- 
turies ago for membera of the Cath- 
olic Brotherhood of St. Benedict. 
, Briefs already have been suhmiftpd, 
and the case is now liefore the court 
;for decision. The legality of the 
I "vow of poverty" was questioned In 
the administration of the estate of 
' Father Augustin WIrth. a priest of 
St Benedict, who died at Spring- 
field. Minn., in 1901, leaving con- 
siderable nionev and property. Rela- 
tives of the pripst laid claim to the 
pstatp, but the brotherhood held 
that under his vow Father \A'irth 
could have notiilng In hla own right, 
and any property that had been in 
his poaaeaalon belonged to the order. 
Ill the lower court It was decided 
that the vow was againat public pol- 
icy and void. Former Judge Morgan 
J. O'Brien, of New York, on behalf 
of the order, told the court that if 
the opinion of the lower court was 
allowed to stand as the law of the 
land the property of the Benedletlnea 
and all other religious orders pre- 
scribing the vow of povei^y would 
be endangered. He said the lower 
court had failed to dintinguish be- 
tween the religious and civil natures 
of the vow. A member of the order.
